Judge in Tennessee Retuses 
To Halt Evictions ot Negroes 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (# — Federal 
District Court Judge Marion §&. 
Boyd Thursday denied a general 
temporary injunction that would 
have prevented Haywood County 
landowners from evicting Negro 
sharecroppers from farmlands. 


The Justice department, in the 


‘irst legal test of the 1957 Civil 


Rights act which bars threats to 
and intimidation of voters, con- 
tended the evictions were timed 
for the end of the year after the 
Negroes registered to vote. 


In denying a general injunction, 
however, Boyd issued a temporary 
restraining order against 13 land- 
owners ordering them to refrain 
from interfering with the right 
of Negro tenants to vote.

The government presented evi- 
dence during the three-day hear- 
ing that meetings were held and 
lists were circulated with the in- 
tent of keeping Negroes from 
voting in Haywood, a west Ten- 
nessee county with a predominant 
Negro population.

Record Cold 
Stabs Dixie: 
U.S. Toll 62

A vast, bitter cold wave barely let the temperature 
get above zero in the northern Midwest and set records 
deep in the Southland on. the first full day of winter 
Thursday 


The aching cold stretched from 
the Rocky Mountains to the At- 
lantic seaboard. It followed a 
Savage snow storm which, al- 
though lost in the Atlantic Ocean, 
left a hangover of death and hard- 
ship. 


62 DEATHS 

A United Press International 
count since the snow and cold 
combined forces four days ago 
showed a total of 62 weather- 
blamed deaths. There were 29 
dead in Ohio, which had some of 
its worst snows in a decade, 10 
in Florida cold-weather fires, 8 
in Illinois, 4 in Missouri, 3 in 
both Indiana and Michigan, 2 in 
North Dakota, and 1 each in Ala- 
bama, New York State and Penn- 
sylvania. 


Deep in the South, Floridians 
had uneasy memories of the dis- 
astrous freeze of 1958 as 39-degree 
cold chilled Miami and Jackson- 
ville registered a 26. The cold 
could spell major trouble for the 
huge farm and citrus areas in 
central and southern Florida. 


4 IN CHICAGO 

In the North, the temperature 
never got above zero in Minnesota 
and Chicago’s high of just 4 above 
gave the city its coldest maxi- 


mum temperature for the date 
on record. 


Record lows included zero at 
Pittsburgh, Pa., 7 below at Louis- 
ville, Ky., and 20 above at Mobile, 
Ala. It was 16 below at Greens- 
burg, Ind., and 3 to 7 below in 
Ohio’s eight largest cities. 


Temperature as low as 15 below 
in the Chicago area and Pennsyl- 
vania were in store. 

TRAFFIC TIED 


In Chicago, Christmas rush hour 
traffic was tied up for five blocks 
on Michigan Avenue when two 
boats got stuck in the ice under 
a bridge.

“Hundreds and hundreds of 
mothers and children are too 
starved to show any sign of 
activity,” he told reporters. 


“They just sit and wait -for 
death.” 


FLED BEFORE ENEMY 


The 300,000 are gathered within 
an area 400 miles square, west 
of Luluabourg, the provincial capi- 
tal. Many once lived in the city 
but their old tribal enemies, the 
Luluas, drove them away when 
they seized the provincial govern- 
ment upon Congolese independ- 
ence last June. 


Linner said these Balubas have 
chosen a barren and almost 
waterless area near Bakwanga be- 
cause ‘‘no one else wanted to live 
there.”’

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Barry Goldwater said Thursday 
he will oppose liberal Democratic

Investing Idle Funds 
Worth Millions to State 


The State Highway Dept. reportedly 
will earn approximately a million dollars 
on its idle money during the first year’s 
operation under the new idle funds’ in- 
vestment law. At present it has about 33 
millions on deposit in banks around the 
state drawing 3 per cent interest for the 
taxpayers. 

While it is small in relation to total 
state spending, a million dollars is not to 
be sneezed at. If applied with equal dili- 
gence in all departments, additional 
funds for services should be quite sizable. 


It is enough to make one shudder to 
realize that the state has. lost many mil-

lions of dollars through the years because 
of failure to invest idle funds. It has been 
dumped in banks for their use without 
any yield at all. Meanwhile, the City of 
Atlanta has earned hundreds of thousands 
dollars through short-term investments 
as a bonanza to taxpayers. 

The State Depository Board has been 
called to meet next week by Gov. Van- 
diver to consider policies and to establish 
interest rates on funds to be invested. 
We suggest that it might be valuable for 
the board to call in Atlanta’s comptroller 
for a bit of advice and a look at the city’s 
experiences.

Observing These Rules 
Might Save Your Life 


If State Patrol estimates prove cor- 
rect, 23 persons in Georgia will lose their 
lives in traffic during the Christmas 
holidays. One of them might be you or 
a member of your family. 


Recently the American Assn. of Motor 
Vehicle Administrators listed the rea- 
sons why it could be you. You are a 
menace to yourself and to everyone on 
the road if behind the wheel you are: A 
speeder, a drinker, a sleeper, a weaver, a 
highway hog, a road bum (with unsafe 
car), or a blinder (with defective lights). 
These account for almost all fatal acci- 
dents. 


To keep yourself safe and to protect 
others, the association recommends the 
following rules of the road:

The State Board of Corrections has 
urged that the next General Assembly 
see to it that laws be passed, if neces- 
sary, to provide the needed schooling. 


The State Board of Education, the 
logical agency to administer the pro- 
posed program, has suggested that the 
legislature consider setting one up. 

This glaring deficiency in the penal 
system should be corrected without fur- 
ther delay. Teen-agers in prison need 
to be educated in order to become useful 
citizens after their release, rather than 
merely being confined for a time and then 
turned loose—ill-prepared for anything 
much except to become repeat offenders.

Yet teachers need a‘raise, you may say. They do need a raise. 
Georgia teachers work for more than $1,000 less than the national 
average. But the state is already doing its duty. Localities are not. 

And of all people, teachers who would get the money, and state- 
wide taxpayers who would pay it, should insist upon fairness in 


providing it. 


To choose the “easiest way” and levy a statewide sales tax, 
penalizing the dutiful and rewarding the poacher, is just plain 


wrong. 
. 


Then you ask what should be done to provide the raise. 


And the answer is twofold. First, support the State Board of 
Education effort in the legislature to require the loafing county to 
pay its fair share locally, so it will supplement state money. This 
can be done if the state provides its own money to counties on the 
basis of what they are able to match it with locally—not on the 
basis of what they say they are able to match it with locally. This 
is the meaning of tax equalization, uniform tax digest, common de- 
nominator, and the rest of the gobbledygook. 


Second, require your congressman to support federal aid to 
education when President-elect Kennedy proposes it. 

Teachers and taxpayers may pursue the “easiest way.” Or 
they may support the right ways to achieve a decent raise.

Nostalgia, Hope 
As a Year Ends 


WASHINGTON—The old year is ending in 
Washington in a special nostalgia for the depart- 
ing past and a special sense of hope and excite- 


ment for the oncoming future. For it is not merely the last pis of 
1960 which are now passing. In this twilight space is passing also an 
administration, a whole governmental era. And a new phase of na- 
tional life is close upon the horizon of time. 


It is Auld Lang Syne, of course, 
for the Republicans, it is hail and 
hurry-up tomorrow for the Demo- 
crats. The Republicans are going 
out without sadness or bitterness. 
They had a long run of it here— 
eight years—and they are for the 
most part now ready to depart. 

This tawn likes a winner rather 
overmuch and is a bit quick to 
say a brusque farewell to a loser. 
But the losers are stolid in the 
face of this ancient reality of 
Washington. Their defeated lead- 
er, Vice President Richard Nixon, 
sets the tone for the quiet modi- 
fied gaiety with which they are 
saying goodbye to the power and 
the glory. 

Nixon has small groups to his 
house for “receptions.”’ The faith- 
ful — salted here and there by an 
unpartisan guest present more as 
a minor observer of history than 
a participant — gather round the 
retiring vice president and hash 
over the late campaign. 

Some grow angry. Nixon smiles, 
hunches his slightly rounded 
shoulders, and tells them to relax 
and “wait for 1964."".He no long- 
er looks weary, though Mrs. Nix- 
on’s face still bears faint traces 
of the strain of the recent autumn. 
He is ‘“‘not mad at anybody.” 

The scene at Democratic par- 
ties could not be more different. 


Here all is turned not toward 
the recent past or the distant fu- 
ture but to the here-and-now and 
to immediate tomorrow. These 
Democratic parties — and it is in 
the nature of the Democrat to be 
a bit gayer always than the Re- 
publican — are full of breathless 
chatter. 


There are more cocktails. And 
sometimes am enthusiastic parti- 
san will suddenly stand, without 
advance notice, and call upon all 
present to drink a toast. To 
whom? Well, ‘‘to Jack,” meaning 
Kennedy, or ‘‘to Lyndon,’ mean- 
ing Johnson. Or maybe to some 
lesser-known Democratic charac- 
ter whom it seems, at the mo- 
ment, most important to honor.

For as the new year — 
the political new year as well as 
the calendar one — now draws 
near, there is an extraordinary 
phenomenon at work in this ordi- 
narily hard, coldly political town.

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Prison Plan 
Opposed by 
House Unit 


By RICHARD ASHWORTH 


A Georgia House committee 
Thursday recommended against 
legislation to require counties to 
care for their own misdemeanor 
prisoners. 


It would not be advisable to 
“return to a system of county 
chain-gangs” which probably 
would result from requiring coun- 
ties to handle theif own prisoners, 
the committee said. 


The five-man committee, after 
a study of the problem which last 
session created a controversy in 
the Legislature, recommended in- 
stead: 


1. Separate confinement of mis- 
demeanor prisoners from felons, 
including the construction of a 
minimum security prison in which 
only misdemeanor convicts would 
be held. 


2. Legislation to require coun- 
ties where misdemeanor prison- 
ers are sentenced to transport 
them to prisons where the State 
Board of Corrections assigns 
them. 


3. The removal of all traffic of- 
fenses from classification as mis- 
demeanors, with mandatory jail 
sentences or loss of license for 
repeat offenses. 


4. Enactment of fines and jail 
sentences for violation of statutes 
on drunkenness and abandonment 
of minor children. 


5. Construction of a reception 
and classification center for pris- 
oners of all types. 


77 COUNTIES WOULD HURT 


The committee headed by Mont- 
gomery County Rep. Joe Under- 
wood declared that requiring all 
159 counties to care for their own 
misdemeanor prisoners would 
force 77 counties to build work 
camps to contract with other 
counties for the care of prison- 
ers. 


It said only 82 counties now 
have public works camps. 


The committee pointed out that 
misdemeanor prisoners originally 
were kept apart from hardened 
felons, but that overcrowding of 
the prison system necessarily 
causes the assignment of misde- 
meanor prisoners to camps or 
prison branches where they were 
with felons. 


NOT GOOD MIXTURE 


Stating that more than 500 mis- 
demeanor prisoners are now main- 
tained at Reidsville, the commit- 
tee said it costs more to main- 
tain them in a maximum security 
institution and hampers prison in- 


dustry operations. 


The cemmittee said: 


“Your committee feels that a 
change in sentence for offenders 
who violate motor vehicle traffic 
laws; state statutes relating to 
drunkenness, and statutes relating 
to abandonment of minor. children 
could not only reduce the misde- 
meanor prisoner population by 
better than 60 per cent, but that 
such legislation would have a 
beneficient effect upon the per- 
sons who are convicted for such 
offenses.”

The lots aren't decked with 
price tags. Buyers will name 
their own prices in sealed bids 
to be submitted to the Housing 
Authority by 10 a.m., March 1, 
1961. 


PRICE WON’T DECIDE 


While the offering price will be 
an important factor in the sale, 
it will not be the sole criteria for 
selecting the buyer, Housing Au- 
thority officials said. The type 
and cost of the structure planned 

or the two lots will also be an 
portant consideration in the 
sale.. 


> Regulations set out that any 
Structure erected must cost at 
least four times the selling price, 
and ‘the general design and use 
must be approved before the sale. 


* One tract, designated A-2, had 
2.2 acres, and fronts on Piedmont 
between Harris and Cain streets. 
Tract A-3 has 3.8 acres, and fronts 
on Piedmont between Cain and 
¥llis streets. 


A real estate expert recently 
said he expects bidding on the 
smaller tract to start at a figure 
in excess of $200,000, with bid-

Somebody once said that when Bones McKinney 
strikes a pose in front of the Wake Forest bench he 
looks like a combination of Banquo’s ghost and Moses 
leading his children out of the wilderness. 


It doesn’t make much serise, but it has a kind of classic ring to 
it, so no one at the gathering bothered to figure out if it were an 
accurate description. Most people who have seen Bones in action 


concede that he is a classic. 


He screams, slaps the floor, turns 
gray, flails his arms, makes impossible 
faces, ties his long bony legs into 
knots, throws towels and drinks gal- 
lons of water out of an old zinc bucket, 
by way of a battle-scarred tin dipper. 


He is, in short, a sight, and after 
watching him for awhile you're con- 
vinced that there couldn't be another 
one like him anywhere, much less in 
the narrow confines of collegiate bas- 
ketball. 


This assumption, based on 
some years as an avid Bones- 
watcher, recently was exploded for 
an Atlantic Coast Conference-bred 
member of the bounce ball follow- 
ers club.

—It Takes Book Work, Not Board Work 


Judging from time of service, and a night of watching Coach 
Lon work, the old hand is right. Varnell’s repertoire is just as 
varied as McKinney’s. He jumps, shouts, yanks at his tie, rubs his 
brow like demons are at work inside his head, shakes his fists, and 
generally does a more than adequate impersonation of a perpetual 
motion machine. 


It has been said that he is one of the few coaches in the 
country that can, when he’s particularly excited, out-fast break 
any team he ever had. One sidekick tells about the night 
Varnell really brought down the house by leaping into the air 
and landing smack-dab on a basketball. For several seconds 
afterward he seemed to be going in six different directions 
at once. 


He too is a sight, and he’s been one a lot longer than Bones has. 


Coach Lon broke into the coaching business back in 1935, a 
couple of years before Bones set out on the road to fame as a 
scoring, rebounding clown with the great Durham N.C. High teams 
of the late °30s. 


He started as a prep coach, went west for a stint as an assistant 
at Southern Methodist, then came back to Tennessee as head man 
at Bethel College. Thirteen years ago he became basketball coach 
at the University of the South at Sewanee. 


It’s a job‘ which would make most members of his pro- 
fession shudder. Sewanee’s academic standards refuse to be 
budged an inch by 6-8 centers who control the boards better 
than the books. And Sewanee gives no basketball scholarships, 
a silly little handicap that keeps cropping up during recruiting 
time. 


Despite all that, Varnell has produced some of the finest small 
college teams ever to take the court in this part of the country. He 
has, on occasion, scored upsets that echoed far beyond his beloved 
Tennessee hills. Such as the time back in 1955 when he beat the 
Georgia Tech team that two nights later snapped Kentucky's string 
of 129 straight home victories.

“Our boys gave more than a hundred per cent that night,” 
Varnell says. “They had to. When we beat Tech, and then Tech 
beat Kentucky at home, Coach Rupp said it was the worst disaster 
that had befallen this great country since Pearl Harbor. And I 
mean, he meant it.” 


The years at Sewanee have been busy ones for Coach Lon. 
He took one of his teams for a three-month teur of Europe. He 
conducted clinics, and his team won 53 of 57 ball games. The 
trip was sponsored by the Amateur Federation of Europe, the 
only tour of its kind ever conducted. 


Varnell is proud of that. He’s proud of all teams, and he’s also 
proud of his three sons. One of them, Gilbert, is a fine sophomore 
prospect at Texas Tech. His oldest, Larry, plays for Sewanee. He’s 
a senior student in nuclear physics. He just missed a Rhodes 
scholarship, and is a sure bet for a Fulbright. 


Varnell’s eyes sparkle when he talks about it. “Nothing like 
this ever happened to us before,”’ he says. “In my family we've 
always been interested in politics or athletics or money.” 


A lot of things have been said about Coach Lon. Some folks 
say he’s one of the 10 richest men in Tennessee, but you’d 
never know it to look at him. When he talks basketball he 
looks more like a down-home Baptist preacher. 


And when he coaches he looks like Bones McKinney, who is a 
down-home Baptist preacher. It’s a good thing Varnell’s at a small 
school and Bones is at a big one. If the two of them ever played 
each other, the officials would go crazy and the teams would have 
to applaud each other. The crowd would be too busy watching the 
coaches.

Like an Old Pro

David Potts looks like any other 12-year-old Macon boy... 
close-cropped hair, a chipped front tooth and freckles. But the 
youngster isn’t, for he has a 712 series to his bowling credit. 


He fired that last Friday at the Macon Bowl-O-Mat, hitting 
games of 246, 246 and 220. 


Potts was bowling against another of Georgia’s most promising 
bowlers, Bob Nystrom. Young Nystrom had a 650 set—and got 
clobbered. 

Who is this young phenom? 


“He’s a kid who loves bowling, practices it all the time, and 
is a good athlete to go with it,” said his coach, Billy Henderson 
of the Bowl-O-Mat. Henderson is head football coach at Willingham 
High School and admits he’s awaiting the day Pitts, a quarter- 
back on the Bruce Grammar School team, is old enough for high 
school. 


“Little David has been bowling only 18 months. He came to a 


clinic we had, and you could tell he was going to become a good 
bowler. 


“He has a semi-fingertip ball and it has a good hook on it 
already. But he changes bowling balls nearly every week, so you 
can’t tell which one he’s using from day to day.” 


Potts carved out his big set with a white bowling ball. It is 
one that is seldom used around Atlanta and Georgia, and only 
Don Carter, the professional bowler, has thrown it with any de-

The husky little fellow carries a 181 average in a Macon junior 
league, and is seldom under 500 in his series.

2. Stitch three rows of rick- 
rack across upper and lower 
edges. 


3. Stitch tape together. Bind 
cut edge of apron, leaving a 24- 
inch length of tape free for tie. 
After you bind one cut edge, 
leave an 18-inch “‘loop”’ of tape 
for neck and continue to bind 
the other cut edge, finishing 
with another 24inch length of 
tape for the other tie. 


Other companion accessories 
you can make from wash cloths 
are potholders and oven mitts. 
For potholders, place two face 
cloths together and bind edges 
together. Then trim with rick- 
rack. The mitts are also made 
with two face cloths, but are 
cut in the shape of a mitt. 
Then they too are bound togeth- 
er with bias tape and trimmed 
with rickrack.

You see the touches of Christ- 
mas in the windows of every 
school, the manger scene, the 
shepherds, the card-pack faces 
of the Kings of the Orient, the 
paper snow driven into a skir- 
mish of drifts in each corner, 
and you know what has gone on 
inside. You can smell the pop- 
corn, feel the chains of colored 
paper, smile at the fat compla- 
cence of Old St. Nick on the 
blackboard and exult with the 
reindeer leaping weightlessly 
from the wall. 


But unless you have lived in 
the harsh neighborhoods which 
make up Atlanta’s shameful 
slums, where the wind jeers 
down hollow hallways and wa- 
ter freezes in crystal pendants 
on the one dripping faucet, you 
will never realize how much 
this sweet make-believe means 
in the lives of the children who 
inhabit these classrooms by 
day. 


For the more barren the 
home, the more important the 
school is to youngsters.

With an awareness of their

(1/50 of an ineh long) that bur-' 


rows into the skin. That is, the 
female of the species digs in, 
tunnels along under the skin and 
lays eggs. The eggs hatch, and 
the baby mites teunnel up to the 
top of the skin. And the whole 
process causes itching. Some peo- 
ple itch rf and some itch like 
the mischief 


Generally there's a characteris- 
tic appearance which can usually 
be recognized readily by someone 
thoroughly familiar with skin ir- 
ritations The final proof, how- 
ever, comes when one of the 
mite’ is captured and examined 
under a microscope. 


Now I dare say it is possible 
for somebody to acquire one of 
these mites while walking with 
open-toed shoes, but it is not 
usual. The belief is, based on 
available evidence, that probably 
the mites move from person to 
person through direct contact, 
rather than being picked up from 
the grass of a golf course or from 
clothing or linens or other inter- 
mediate factors. But I don’t sug- 
gest (or believe) such indirect 
means do not occur. 


I do think, from the description 
of this particular case, that it 
probably is not scabies but some 
other skin irritation. 

Saying scabies never affects’the 
face is a pretty sweeping state- 
ment. However, scabies usually 
is found on the wrists, arms or 
between fingers or toes. 


No, scabies is not “a warm- 
climate infection.” It is, or has 
been, a very common problem in 
the British Isles, and while Brit- 
ish weather isn't cold, by Mas- 
sachusetts, Michigan or Montana 
standards, it isn’t what we call 
warm either. 


Yes, scabies is an itchy afflic- 
tion but it can be treated readily. 
There are a lot of other things 
that can cause itching, too.

However, 
there is one telltale evidence 
(although I know younger per- 
sons who suffer from it.) That 
is the formation of countless 
veins in my legs, so that I re- 
fuse to wear shorts or a bathing 
suit. Can this condition be easi- 
ly rectified?—Mrs., I. T.
